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BRITISH STRIKE CALLED OFF— 
GENERAL TRADES UNION 
COUNCIL CALLS OFF STRIKE 
IN ORDER TO DEAL WITH 
MINING TROUBLES 


Conditions of Strike Setvlement 


London,. May 12.—The conditions 
on which the general strike. was 
called off are as follows: 


The governmental subsidy to the 
coal industry will be resumed 
temporarily. 


The lockout against the miners 
will be withdrawn. 

A wages board will be establish- 
ed to revise the miners’ wages, with 
the understanding that there shall 
be no revision without sufficient 
assurances that the measures. 
recommended for reorganization of 
the mining industry by the royal 
commission shall be put into effect. 

London, May ‘12.—The British 
general strike was called off, today. 
Announcement of the settlement 
was made from Downing Street, 
whe the general council of the 
Tradés Union Congress mett Prem- 
ier Baldwin and his cabinet. 


The cabinet ministers were told | 


of labor’s decision to end the con- 
flict by Arthur Pugh, chairman of 
the Trades Union Council. 

The general council of the Trades 
Union Congress called off the strike 
in order to resume negotiations. 
Telegraphic instructions to this 
effect were sent to all unions. 

Mine Strike Continues 

London, May 12.—The miners’ 
strike will continue, according to 
Secretary A. J. Cook, until the 
matter can be brought before a 
conference of miners’ delegates on 
Friday. 

“The miners’ leaders have never 
deviated from their position,” he 
said. 


Herbert Smith, uiestient of the; 


Miners’ Federation, said no state- 
ment was possible regarding the 
situation until the miners’ position 
had been considered by the full 
executive of the union. The execu- 
tive was in session this afternoon. 

Secretary Cook sent the follow- 
ing telegram to all the mining dis- 
tricts: 

“The miners must not resume 
work, pending decision of a_na- 
tional conferencé convened for Fri- 
day next in Kingway Hall, London 
at 10 a.m. Please send delegates.” 

Mr. Cook this afternoon said: 

“It is my intention and that of 
my colleagues to report fully to 
the nationa] conference and it will 


be for the men to decide what ac- 
tion, they will take in. light of 
the circumstances after the report

London, May 12.—The great Brit- 


yo general strike was called off to- 
jay. : 
The Trades Union Congress, 


which initiated the miovement in 
sympathy with the striking miners, 
visited Premier Baldwin and his 
cabinet ministers at No. 10 Down- 
ing street at noon and announced 
that the strike was over. 

This action was taken, Chairman 
Arthur Pugh said, in order to en- 
able resumption of the negotiations 
for settlement of the miners’ 
grievances, which negotiations the 
goveanment declared could not be 

iumed while the general strike 
lasted. 

The Trades Union Congress forth- 
with dispatched telegrams to this 
effect to the affiliated unions 
throughout the country. 

The individual unions, before act- 
ing, must await definite instructions 
from their executive councils. How- 
ever, it is expected the Trades Union

Monday at midnight, being called to 
support the miners in their stand 
against reduction of pay and 
lengthening of working hours. 

The number of men who respond- 
ed to the strike call, was never 
definitely fixed, either by the gov- 
ernment or the congress, but some 
authorities placed the figure 
high as five million, including the 
1,120,000 miners. 

Coped With Strike 
The first effect of the strike was

government hurriedly recruited vol- 
unteer workers. Measures planned

supply and distributing centres were 
organized in all the large cities. 

There were minor disorders in 
various parts of the country. Most 
of these disturbances, which arose 
through attempts to stop the opera- 
tion of the volunteer services were 
attributed, however, to disorderly 
elements, rather than to the strik- 
ers. 

Samuel and Pugh Did It 


The termination of the general 
strike is based on negotiations con- 
ducted unofficially by Sir Hubert 
Samuel, chairman of the royal coal 
commission, and Chairman Pugh of 
the general council of the Trades 
Union Congress, the latter accept- 
ing Sir Herbert’s proposal as a 
basis for resumption of negotia- 
tions. 

The news was conveyed to A. J. 
Cook, the miners’ chief, as he was 
leaving the headquarters of his 
union for lunch. He stood a mom- 
ent in silence, and then said he had 
received no official intimation from 
Downing Street. 

Frank Hodges, secretary of the 
miners’ international federation, 
then drove up, Mr, Cook ran to meet 
him and immediately told him the 
news. The two men looked at each 
other for a brief moment and then 
with a grim smile and a shrug of 
the shoulders, Mr. Cook drove off.

New York, May 12.—Termination 
of the British general strike today 
attracted a flood of buying orders 
to the stock market, rallying prices 
one to five points at the opening. 
General Electric and Dupont scored 
the largest gains, while a long list 
of one to four points advances in- 
cluded such representative issues as 
American Motors, U. S. Steel, Int. 
Mercantile Marine, Atchison, N. Y. 
Central and Baltimore and Ohio. 

Sterling exchange rebounded to 
$4.85%. 

New Peace Conditions 

London, May 12.—Sir Herbert 
Samuel, as chairman of the royal 
commission, which made the report 
on the British coal industry, about 
which the conflict centred, was the 
natural go-between in the setlement 
of the general strike.

THE LAWN 


The growing of lawns on’ the 
Prairies is particularly difficult be- 
caustyof the lack of — sufficient 
moisture in most seasons. Several 
grasses gnd mixtures have been 
tried out at the Dominion Experi- 
mental Station at Rosthorn and the 
most satisfactory is a mixture 
fifteen pounds of Kentucky Blue 
grass seed and one pound of White 
Dutch clover seed sown at the rate 
of one pound to five hundred square 
feet. Preparation for the lawn must 
begin the year before and perhaps 
the most satisfactory method is to 
give it a heavy coating of manure 
and plant potatoes, whis enriches 
the soil, cleans it of weeds and 
leaves the soil in splendid physical 
condition. After such preparation 
the soi] should be raked level and 
firmed. If this is done in the fall an 
opportunity is atforded to see any 
depressions that may develop during 
the winter. In the spring as early 
as the ground can be worked rake 
and level again and sow the seed 
and rake it in and roll it. Be careful 
in sowing and raking to spread the

SUITABLE PASTURES FOR 
+» GROWING PIGS 


Pastures are desirable for econ- 
omic pork production, especially for 
young growing pigs and brood sows. 
Pastures provide abundance of 
cheap feed, and considerably reduce 
the proportion of concentrates re- 
quired. Shade should be provided 
for pigs in pasture, as well as 
plenty of fresh water. The choice 
of pasture crops will depend largely 
on soil and climatic conditions. 

At the Experimental Farm, 
Indian Head, such pasture crops as 
rape, oats, barley, sweet clover, rye, 
millet and various mixtures have 
been under observation for a num- 
ber of years. 

Rape has proved to be one of the 
best pastures under test, from the 
standpoint of economical gains and 
the provision of succulent feed 
throughout the summer and fall 
months. A good stand of rape 
pasture is capable of carrying from 
fifteen to twenty pigs per acre. | 

Fall rye has also given ;,00d re- | 
sults as a hog pasture, and while 
possibly not so palatable as rape, it 
provides abundance of succulent 
feed garly in the spring. Fall rye! 
is to be recommended particularly | 
as an early spring pasture.
